To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education'  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  report  on  the 
School  Health  Service  for  the  year  ended  December,  1959. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  medical  staff  during  the  year  and  indeed 
the  continuity  of  care  over  several  years  by  the  same  staff  has  been  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  Department,  the  School  Medical  Officers  being 
well  known  and  respected  by  the  teaching  staff  and  by  the  children. 

This  is  particularly  important  in  view  of  the  modern  trend  of  replacing 
or  supplementing  routine  medical  inspection  by  more  informal  visits  to 
schools,  the  medical  staff  acting  more  in  a  consultative  capacity  and  re¬ 
viewing  children  brought  to  notice  by  the  teaching  staff  or  parents. 

In  this  Department  we  feel  that  to  abandon  completely  the  Routine 
Medical  Inspection  prior  to  the  child’s  admission  to  the  senior  school  would 
be  a  mistake,  having  regard  to  the  social  conditions  under  which  many  of 
the  children  in  the  Borough  still  live.  We  have  therefore  retained  the 
routine  examination  but  the  Medical  Officers  are  nevertheless  available  for 
consultation  by  the  teaching  staff. 

The  general  condition  of  the  children  as  observed  at  medical  inspection 
maintains  the  satisfactory  level  noted  over  the  past  five  years.  In  fact  only 
0.27%  were  considered  unsatisfactory. 

The  Speech  Therapy  Service  which  has  given  so  much  help  to  so 
many  children  in  the  years  since  its  inception  came  to  an  abrupt  end  on 
31st  May  with  the  resignation  of  the  Speech  Therapist,  Miss  J.  A.  W.  Kay. 
So  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  replace  her. 

The  School  Dental  Service  is  in  scarcely  better  state  with  the  Principal 
Dental  Officer  alone  since  January  1959,  trying  in  vain  to  stem  the  tide  of 
dental  caries,  a  largely  preventable  condition  which  is  in  no  way  helped 
by  the  constant  exhortations  of  commercial  advertising  to  sample  carbohy¬ 
drates  between  meals.  Many  are  the  “gaps”  which  will  remain  “unbridged” 
pending  an  improvement  in  the  recruitment  of  School  Dental  Officers.  Mr. 
Purslow  comments  on  the  work  accomplished  during  the  years  on  page  23. 
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From  the  statistics  on  the  referral  of  children  to  child  guidance  clinics 
it  will  be  seen  that  by  far  the  larger  proportion  of  children  are  referred  by 
the  magistrates  after  the  child  has  been  in  some  kind  of  trouble.  This  is 
not  very  satisfactory  and  I  would  ask  teachers  and  others,  including  parents, 
to  bring  children  with  behaviour  problems  to  the  notice  of  the  school  medical 
staff  whilst  there  is  a  fair  chance  of  effecting  preventive  measures.  Too 
often  a  child  finds  his  environment  too  difficult  to  battle  with,  gets  little 
or  no  help  at  home  or  school  because  his  plight  is  not  fully  understood, 
becomes  morose,  introspective,  perhaps  sadistic,  and  eventually  lands  before 
the  magistrates.  Expert  help  is  available  but  a  locally-based  child  guidance 
clinic  would  render  the  service  more  efficient. 


On  the  brighter  side  a  report  is  included  showing  the  increased  activity 
in  physical  education.  Many  notable  successes  have  been  scored  and  it  is 
particularly  pleasing  to  note  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of  children  being 
instructed  in  swimming.  With  the  present  bathing  facilities  in  the  borough  it 
is  not  possible  to  accommodate  all  who  wish  to  learn,  but  plans  to  provide 
a  new  bathing  establishment  are  under  consideration.  When  these  reach 
fruition  there  will  be  adequate  water  area  for  all  forseeable  users  and  we 
can  look  forward  to  raising  in  Wigan  swimmers  of  international  standard. 


For  the  report  on  Physical  Education  and  on  the  School  Meals  Service 
I  am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education,  whose  continued  co-operation 
is  essential  to  the  smooth  running  of  the  service.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to 
the  many  other  full  and  part-time  officers  who  have  provided  material  for 
inclusion  in  the  report,  to  the  medical  and  lay  staff  of  the  Department  for 
the  high  standard  of  work  which  they  have  maintained,  and  lastly  to  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  to  your  Committee  for  the  help  and  enthusiasm  which 
you  have  shown  in  considering  the  many  matters  brought  to  your  notice 
during  the  year.

CO-ORDINATION 

Liaison  with  the  Hospital  Servies,  the  General  Practitioner  Service 
and  other  Local  Authority  Health  Sendees  is  achieved  in  the  following 
manner  : — 

The  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  One  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  in 
both  the  School  Health  Service  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Service. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  executive  officer  for  the  Council’s 
function  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  including  provision  of 
aid  for  the  handicapped  and  the  work  amongst  homeless  and  problem 
families.  A  seat  on  the  Local  Medical  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  on  the  Medical  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Wigan  and  Leigh  Hospital 
Management  Committee  makes  for  co-ordination  of  effort  and  good  relations 
with  the  other  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

During  the  year  every  effort  has  been  made  to  preserve  the  good 
relationship  which  exists  between  the  assistant  medical  officers  of  the  School 
Health  Service  and  the  general  practitioners  in  the  town.  Their  co-operation 
is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  children  in  our  care. 

None  of  the  School  Nurses  possess  the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate,  so 
no  joint  Health  Visitor/School  Nurse  appointments  have  been  made.  No 
change  can  be  anticipated  in  this  direction  until  the  acute  national  shortage 
of  Health  Visitors  is  overcome.  Friendly  co-operation  between  Health 
Visitors  and  School  Nurses  ensures  that  the  service  does  not  suffer. 

One  Health  Visitor  on  rota  attends  the  Paediatric  Clinic  at  Wigan 
Infirmary  and  brings  to  the  notice  of  the  Consultant  the  social  background 
and  environment  of  the  children  from  the  Borough  who  are  attending.  She 
arranges  to  visit  the  home  in  necessitous  cases  and  is  available  to  advise 
the  parents  as  to  the  best  way  of  carrying  out  the  treatment  indicated  by 
the  paediatrician. 

The  E.N.T.  Surgeon  passes  to  the  School  Health  Service  regular 
information  on  children  receiving  operative  treatment  or  being  placed  on 
the  waiting  list. 

Many  children  are  referred  for  Orthoptic  treatment. 
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Interchange  of  information  concerning  children  upon  discharge  from 
hospital  has  been  established.  This  is  extremely  useful  and  ensures  that 
maximum  information  is  available  on  which  to  base  decisions  which  might 
influence  the  child’s  future  education  and  prospects  in  later  life.

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  on  31st  March,  1959  was  £811,303. 

The  gross  cost  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  twelve  months 
ended  31st  March,  was  £17,676  7s.  2d.,  compared  with  £16,272  5s.  3d., 
in  the  preceeding  year.  The  Government  Grant  was  £10,450  10s.  7d.  and 
income  from  other  sources  was  nil,  hence  net  cost  was  £7,225  16s.  7d. 

The  cost  of  the  Service  per  child  was  25s.  8.15d.  gross  and  10s.  5.97d. 
net,  and  the  cost  expressed  in  the  terms  of  a  penny  rate  was  5.23d.  gross 
and  2.14d.  net.

The  general  condition  of  the  children  is  satisfactory.  The  better 
standard  of  living,  with  the  provision  of  milk  and  meals  in  schools,  continues 
to  be  a  very  important  factor  here.  A  small  number  of  children  have  been 
recommended  to  have  free  meals  when  their  general  physical  condition 
seemed  to  warrant  this  and  family  finances  are  inadequate  to  support  the 
modest  charge. 

The  condition  of  the  pupils  has  been  assessed  in  two  broad 
categories— 

Satisfactory. 

Unsatisfactory. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  II  (page  26)  that  in  all  age  groups  the 
percentage  in  the  two  categories  is  as  follows  : — 

Satisfactory  :  99.73  per  cent. 

Unsatisfactory  :  0.27  per  cent. 
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Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Defects 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. — At  routine  medical  inspection 
42  children  were  found  to  have  discharging  ears  and  20  children  to  be 
suffering  from  other  ear  trouble.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  use  Mass 
Audiometer  Testing,  but  individual  children  are  tested  by  pure  tone 
audiometry. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — 52  children  were  found  at  routine  medical 
inspection  to  require  treatment,  and  79  required  to  be  kept  under 
observation.  295  received  operative  treatment  during  the  year.  Details 
are  given  on  page  27  (Table  V). 

At  routine  medical  inspections  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  obtain  a 
reliable  indication  of  the  numbers  of  children  in  the  school  population  who 
had  received  operative  treatment  for  tonsils  and  adenoids.  The  results  are 
as  follows  : —

Eye  Diseases  — ■  Visual  Defects 

Eye  Diseases^— 28  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  external 
eye  diseases,  mainly  conjunctivitis  and  blepharitis. 

450  cases  were  found  to  have  defective  vision  and  squint.

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Skin  Diseases 


42  cases  of  skin  disease  were  found  at  routine  medical  inspection. 
There  were  no  cases  of  ringworm. 


Orthopaedic  Defects 


At  the  routine  medical  inspection  158  cases  were  revealed.  101  were 
referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  for  treatment  and  57  are  under 
Observation.

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS 

During  the  year  11  applications  received  from  children  were  investi¬ 
gated  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  and  licences  to  all  the  applicants  were 
subsequently  granted.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT 


Arrangements  to  secure  the  availability  of  comprehensive  free  medical 
treatment,  other  than  domiciliary,  treatment  for  pupils  for  whom  the 
Authority  accepts  responsibility  included  the  following  : — - 

Minor  Ailments  :  School  Clinics.-— The  School  Clinic  at  Mill  gate  has 
been  open  daily  and  that  at  Billinge  Road,  Pemberton,  three  days  weekly 
during  the  school  days  and  during  the  school  holiday  periods  for  treatment 
of  minor  ailments  and  the  carrying  out  of  special  examinations. 

During  the  year,  6,252  attendances  were  made  in  302  sessions  at  the 
Central  Clinic,  and  931  attendances  were  made  in  123  sessions  at  the 
Pemberton  Clinic — an  average  of  21  children  per  session  at  the  Central 
Clinic,  and  8  children  per  session  at  Pemberton  Clinic.

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At  the  School  Clinics  special  examinations  of  children  referred  by 
school  nurses,  teachers,  parents  and  School  Welfare  Officers  are  carried  out 
by  the  School  Medical  Officers  in  addition  to  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments. 

The  School  Nurses  attend  to  cleansing  the  heads  of  children  referred 
to  the  Clinic  for  this  purpose. 

Detailed  particulars  of  minor  ailments  treated,  and  the  means  by 
which  treatment  was  obtained,  are  given  in  Table  VII,  pages  28,  29, 
and  30. 

Treatment  of  Visual  Defects.— Children  suspected  of  having  defective 
vision  are  examined  by  Dr.  J.  T.  Gilmour,  School  Medical  Officer,  at  the 
Clinic,  and  glasses  are  prescribed  where  necessary.  All  children  who  are 
known  to  have  visual  defects  are  re-examined  annually. 

The  medical  and  lay  staff  of  the  Royal  Albert  Edward  Infirmary 
ophthalmic  unit  have  been  most  helpful  and  co-operative. 

Orthoptic  Service. — 54  school  children  have  been  referred  to  the  Wigan 
Infirmary  to  benefit  from  the  orthoptic  exercises  provided  there. 

Uncleanliness. — Arrangements  for  head  inspection  have  continued  as 
in  previous  years.  Details  are  to  be  found  on  page  31  (Table  VIII). 

The  following  scheme  has  been  in  operation  during  the  year  : — 

(1)  Complete  survey  by  a  School  Nurse  of  each  school  as  soon  as 
possible  after  term  begins. 

(2)  Children  found  to  be  harbouring  live  vermin  are  excluded  from 
school  and  attend  the  Clinic  every  day  until  quite  clean.  They 
are  then  re-admitted  and  directions  given  to  the  parents  to  keep 
them  clean. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  children  with  nits  only,  notices  to  parents  are  sent 
in  the  usual  way  with  instructions  as  to  the  best  method  of  getting 
rid  of  nits.  The  children  are  seen  by  Nurses  at  intervals  of  three 
or  four  days  until  quite  clean.  Notices  to  parents  are  repeated 
in  cases  where  nits  are  still  present. 

Great  efforts  have  been  made  to  apply  the  scheme  thoroughly,  and 
the  results  have  been  very  gratifying. 

A  total  of  12,060  children  were  examined  of  whom  372  had  pediculosis 
of  the  head  (i.e.,  lice  or  nits  present).  This  gives  the  percentage  of  infested 
children  as  3.08,  compared  with  3.25  in  1958. 

We  ask  for  greater  understanding  and  co-operation  from  the  parents. 
Teachers  are  keenly  interested  in  this  important  work,  and  the  help  they 
give  to  the  nurses  is  very  valuable.  Many  children,  after  being  freed  from 
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nits  and  lice  at  the  Clinic,  or  by  carrying  out  the  Medical  Officer’s  advice, 
became  re-infested  in  their  homes. 


Orthopaedic  Service. — The  orthopaedic  scheme,  operated  jointly  with  the 
Lancashire  County  Council,  has  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year, 
the  Surgeon  attending  two  sessions  per  month  and  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse 
attending  six  sessions  per  week. 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Miss  M.  F.  Johnstone, 
for  the  following  report  : — 

During  the  year  1959,  261  patients  attended  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic 
and  1,606  attendances  were  made  for  physiotherapy. 

Facilities  at  the  Millgate  Baths  still  continue  from  which  great  benefit 
is  derived.  Voluntary  help  of  the  Health  Office  Staff  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  for  children  to  have 
hospital  treatment  either  at  Biddulph  or  locally.  Again  residential  schooling 
has  been  advised  for  severely  handicapped  children  who  have  been  unable  to 
attend  an  ordinary  school.  Next  year  it  will  be  found  necessary  to  obtain 
special  training  for  one  or  two  patients  who  will  be  ready  to  leave  school 
as  it  is  desirable  for  them  to  obtain  their  independence  and  earn  their  own 
livelihood. 

Remedial  exercises  are  carried  out  with  good  results  and  during  the 
year  the  work  has  progressed  and  improvement  has  been  evident  throughout. 


Tuberculosis* — Three  children  were  referred  directly  from  the  School 
Clinic  for  an  opinion  to  the  Chest  Clinic.  None  of  these  was  found  to  be 
tuberculous. 


Arrangements  for  treatment  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  the  School  Health  Service  being  responsible  for  adequate 
after-care  and  reference  to  Special  Schools  if  necessary. 


Arrangements  have  been  agreed  whereby  all  personnel  of  the  School 
Meals  Service  and  School  Caretakers  are  subject  to  X-ray  examination  as 
a  preventive  measure.  Unfortunately,  this  does  not  extend  to  teachers 
already  in  post,  but  all  new  entrants  to  the  profession  are  screened. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination. — All  child  contacts  of  known  tuberculous  cases 
are  referred  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  for  Mantoux  testing. 
B.C.G.  vaccination  is  offered  to  those  cases  where  it  is  considered  that  its 
administration  would  be  of  value.

The  total  number  of  pupils  Mantoux- tested  being  less  than  the  number 
of  acceptances  is  explained  by  some  of  the  pupils  being  absent  from  the  last 
vaccination  sessions  of  the  year  and  not  receiving  another  opportunity  until 
the  following  year. 


The  examination  of  the  vaccination  sites  revealed  no  abnormalities. 
All  but  one  of  those  submitted  to  a  post-vaccination  skin  test  had  converted 
to  the  positive  state. 


This  year’s  acceptance  rate  of  64.6%  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the 
previous  year  (66.3%). 


The  figure  for  the  positive  Mantoux  tests  gives  an  indication  of  the 
extent  to  which  children  are  being  brought  into  contact  with  the  germ  of 
tuberculosis.  Our  percentage,  16.9,  compares  favourably  with  that  in  other 
urban  industrial  areas,  suggesting  that  Wigan  children  are  not  unduly  at 
risk  in  this  respect.

It  will  be  seen  that  twelve  of  the  thirty-two  cases  were  sent  for  interview 
in  Liverpool.  Whilst  this  is  satisfactory  so  far  as  diagnosis  and  advice  are 
concerned,  one  can  imagine  the  burden  placed  upon  parent  and  child  if 
a  course  of  prolonged  treatment  at  weekly  intervals  or  more  frequently  is 
recommended.  Shortage  of  suitable  qualified  personnel,  psychiatrists, 
psychologists  and  psychiatric  social  workers,  is  given  as  the  reason  why  the 
child  guidance  service  in  this  area  has  not  been  extended  to  provide  for  an 
efficient  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  child  guidance  clinic  in  Wigan,  even  if 
only  on  a  part-time  basis.  Many  cases  which  would  benefit  are  not  brought 
forward  because  of  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  securing  the  necessary 
treatment.

CHIROPODY 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Wood  for  the  following  report  : — • 

From  the  figures  it  is  evident  that  verrucae  pedis,  which  accounted  for 
70%  of  cases  attended  to,  will  always  predominate  in  foot  ailments  of 
children. 

Corns  on  the  5th  digit  and  two  cases  of  true  ingrown  nail  were  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  remaining  30'%  of  cases.  One  treatment  was  usually 
sufficient  to  clear  this  group. 

Parents  of  the  children  attending  this  clinic  seem  to  be  particularly 
interested  in  correctly  fitting  footwear  and  foot  hygiene  is  excellent  in  the 


cases  encountered.

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HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES 


There  have  been  no  material  changes  to  Hospital  and  Specialist 
Services  available  for  school  children  since  my  last  report. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Measles  amount  to  15  and  180  cases  respectively. 

There  were  30  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  3  of  Food  Poisoning,  and 
2  of  Tuberculosis  (Respiratory).  There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in 
children  of  school  age. 

The  Ministry  of  Education  have  revised  their  guide  to  school  closure 
and  exclusion  from  school  on  account  of  infectious  illness,  and  the  revision 
has  been  adopted  in  the  Borough.  The  revised  list  is  reproduced  on  page  34. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. — We  have  now  had  eleven  years  of  freedom 
from  diphtheria  amongst  school  children,  but  this  has  been  at  the  price  of 
constant  vigilance.  No  effort  is  spared  by  the  staff  of  the  department  to 
encourage  parents  to  allow  their  children  to  be  immunised,  free  of  charge, 
and  so  perpetuate  this  happy  state  of  affairs.  Head  Teachers  and  class 
teachers  have  co-operated  extremely  well  in  advising  parents  to  have  their 
children  protected.  In  order  to  minimise  the  amount  of  class-room  time 
lost  at  immunisation  sessions  arrangements  have  been  made  for  these  to  be 
undertaken  in  schools  as  well  as  at  clinic  premises.

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HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils  has  continued  throughout  the 

year. 

Many  handicapped  pupils  are  found  during  the  first  periodic  medical 
inspection,  and  others  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  by 
teachers  or  parents.  A  proportion  are  discovered  prior  to  their  admission 
to  school  whilst  attending  Welfare  Clinics,  and  the  close  liaison  which 
exists  between  the  School  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 
ensures  that  these  children  are  guided  early  into  the  educational  channels 
which  will  be  of  most  benefit  to  them. 

One  feature  of  the  service  is  that  should  the  child  be  so  incapacitated 
as  to  be  unable  to  attend  the  School  Clinic,  arrangements  are  made  for 
the  School  Medical  Officer  to  visit  the  home  in  conjunction  with  the  Family 
Doctor  who  is  attending,  thus  first-hand  information  of  the  child’s  previous 
history  is  obtained.

During  the  year  four  children  received  home  teaching  and  25  children 
received  tuition  in  hospitals. 

Tuition  for  children  ill  at  home  or  in  hospital  is  provided  for  long-term 
cases.  Such  children,  when  allowed  to  be  deprived  of  their  schooling, 
become  very  backward  and  the  difficulty  they  find  in  trying  to  pick  up  the 
threads  of  their  education  on  returning  to  school  causes  great  discouragement. 
A  child  may  have  up  to  six  hours’  home  teaching  per  week,  and  for  cases 
in  hospital  the  time  may  extend  to  half  the  normal  school  day.  In  the 
former  cases,  with  limited  time,  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  basic  subjects, 
while  in  the  latter  a  considerable  amount  of  handwork  may  be  undertaken. 
Instruction  by  a  qualified  teacher,  carefully  graded  in  amount  and  type 
according  to  the  individual  patient’s  abilities  and  physical  state,  helps  the 
sick  child  to  keep  up  with  his  more  fortunate  companions  at  school  and 
provides  some  pleasant  occupation  for  his  mind,  a  by  no  means  unimportant 
ronci deration  with  the  bedridden  child.

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS 

The  number  of  parents  present  at  Medical  Inspection  varies  consider¬ 
ably  in  the  different  schools.  The  total  number  of  parents  present  was 
2,362,  and  the  total  number  of  children  medically  inspected  was  4,145,  the 
average  attendance  of  parents  being  56.98  per  cent. 
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CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS 


The  teachers  in  the  schools  of  Wigan  are  usually  very  helpful  to  the 
School  Medical  Officers.  They  provide  them  with  the  best  accommodation 
possible,  report  any  abnormality  they  have  noticed  in  the  children,  and 
submit  special  cases  for  inspection.  Prompt  and  complete  information 
regarding  infectious  disease  is  very  valuable  to  the  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer  and  can  help  him  to  control  or  even  prevent  epidemics.  The 
teachers  see  that  such  cases  are  kept  away  from  the  school  for  the  minimum 
period  prescribed  and  until  a  re-admission  form  is  received,  and  also  that 
contacts  are  excluded  as  recommended. 


CHILDREN’S  DEPARTMENT 

A  friendly  liaison  exists  between  the  Children’s  Department  and  the 
School  Health  Service.

PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 

For  the  year  1959 

Once  again  the  Orthodontic  service  was  used  to  capacity  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  in  this 
branch  of  dentistry  has  been  maintained  as  in  the  past  and  remained 
unaffected  by  staff  shortages.  There  were  407  visits  made  to  the  Clinic  by 
children  receiving  Orthodontic  treatment  and  in  addition  210  attended  for 
examination  and  treatment  by  Mr.  Batten  the  Consultant  Orthodontist  who 
attended  twelve  half  days  during  the  year.  Full  details  of  treatment, 
including  Orthodontic  work  carried  out  at  the  Clinics  during  1959  are  shown 
in  Table  IX. 

Mr.  Heslop,  the  Consultant  Dental  Surgeon  to  the  Wigan  and  Leigh 
Hospital  Management  Committee  again  gave  valuable  help  on  many 
occasions  and  I  am  indebted  to  him  for  his  continued  assistance  in  those 
cases  which  required  specialised  treatment.  The  cordial  relationship  existing 
with  the  General  Dental  Services  in  the  Borough  has  also  been  of  great  help 
and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  helping  to  some  extent  in  reducing  the 
pressure  on  the  School  Dental  Service. 

The  Dental  Attendant  and  Clerk  carried  out  their  work  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner,  and  once  more  I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  their  valuable  assistance. 
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The  year  under  review  commenced  with  a  further  depletion  in  the 
staff,  due  to  the  resignation  of  the  remaining  Assistant  Dental  Officer.  This 
reduced  the  approved  establishment  of  three  Dental  Officers  laid  down  for 
this  Authority  to  one.  It  was  necessary  therefore,  to  make  some  re-arrange¬ 
ment  in  order  to  keep  the  important  clinic  in  the  Pemberton  area  open  in 
view  of  the  gradual  movement  of  a  large  number  of  the  school  population 
to  that  district.  This  was  accomplished  by  transferring  the  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  morning  treatment  sessions  from  the  Central  Clinic. 


In  spite  of  this  set-back  to  the  service  it  was  found  possible  to  visit 
most  of  the  Primary  and  Secondary  Modern  Schools  in  the  Borough  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  Dental  Inspections.  As  in  previous  years  many 
new  entrants  to  the  schools  were  accompanied  by  parents  on  these  occasions, 
and  once  more  advantage  was  taken  of  these  opportunities  to  stress  the  value 
of  strict  attention  to  oral  hygiene,  the  importance  of  regulation  of  eating 
to  fixed  mealtimes,  and  the  avoidance  of  between  meals  snacks  containing 
fermentable  carbohydrates,  thus  affording  valuable  contributions  to  the  safe¬ 
guarding  and  improvement  in  the  dental  health  of  the  children. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION,  1959 


The  increased  activity  in  physical  education  in  Wigan  Schools  is  shown 
to  a  marked  degree  by  the  progress  which  continues  to  be  made  by  children 
in  athletics,  association  and  rugby  football  and  swimming.  The  number  of 
competitors  who  take  part  in  the  Inter-School  Sports  shows  an  increase 
over  previous  years.  Wigan  entered  teams  numbering  60  boys  and  girls  in 
the  Lancashire  County  Athletic  Sports.  The  boys  scored  a  notable  success 
in  their  section,  finishing  in  first  place  which  gained  for  them  the  County 
Trophy.  Three  boys  and  one  girl  were  selected  to  be  members  of  the 
Lancashire  team  at  the  All  England  Inter-County  meeting,  and  Wigan 
also  had  one  representative  in  the  Lancashire  County  Junior  Cross  Country 
team.  One  boy  gained  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  boy  from  the  Wigan 
district  to  be  selected  to  attend  a  special  course  at  Lilies  Hall  open  only  to 
potential  England  Athletes.  Town  teams  and  individual  school  teams 
gained  successes  in  the  English  School,  County  and  Inter-Town  Association 
and  Rugby  Football  competitions. 


An  increased  number  of  children  attended  the  Public  Baths  for 
swimming  instruction  which  is  now  given  all  the  year  round.  535  children 
gained  Elementary  Certificates,  217  Intermediate  Certificates  and  98 
Advanced  Certificates.  As  a  result  of  instruction  in  life  saving,  4  boys 
gained  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  Instructors’  Certificate,  one  girl  the 
Bai  to  the  Bronze  Cross,  15  children  gained  the  Bronze  Cross,  89  the 
Bronze  Medallion  and  20  were  awarded  Elementary  and  Intermediate 
Certificates.
